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On &/G/68 PCI advleod that he la sure that the 
sanitation employoes will not go back to work under the 
prosont conditions set down by Mayor HENRY LOEB. He 
advleod that LOEB is deeply hatod by many of the Nogrocs 
in the Memphis aroa and most Negroes feel that ho has nevor 
given them a fair deal and is not inclined to give them a 
fair donl at the prepent time. Ho bolievos that if the 
sanitation ntriko irixsottled, It will load to racial 
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furnished till information obtained 
by him since Inst contact. 
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•f ^iolonco and that pooplo will be ewayod by Black Power 
groups, mainly composed of young Negroos of Momphis who 
will not sit still for the same treatment that "dldtime” 
Negroos in Memphis have gono along with. Ho advised that 
ho beiiovos outside groups of the Black Power variety 
will coino into Memphis, Tenn., and will find conditions 
suitable for violence if tho sanitation employees are not 
given a living wage. Tho Nogroos who are v/orkers will not 
trust I/)EB until the strike is settled fairly prior to 
thoir going back to work. Ho has always felt that racial 
violence would not occur in Memphis; however, in recent weoks 
as a result of the strike ho foels tho climate is certainly 
proceeding in a violent diroction. 
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
